ſuch as, the Excluſion of a Sg” Perſon, Liberty, of 
Conſcience, Alteration of the Conſtitution, or other 
Things of the laſt Importance to the State, Whilſt 
athers, again, were of Opinion, That it would be 
moſt conducive to the public Happineſs, if there 
might be two Councils choſen by the People, the 
one to conſiſt of about three hundred, and to have 
the Power only of debating and propoſing Laws; 
the other to be in Number about one, thouſand, to 
have the Power finally to reſolve and determine: 
Every Year a third Part of each Council to go out,
